REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitations of "...with the tubing positioned between the pressure roller and the guide 
wall; wherein the tubing is not compressed by the pressure roller when the trigger 
mechanism is not actuated" are anticipated or made obvious over the prior art of record 
in the examiner's opinion. For example 5,613,890 to DeMars discloses all of the 
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elements of the claim including having tubing (98) positioned between pressure rollers 
(94) and a guide wall (wall of chamber 96) such that when the trigger (18) is pressed, 
the rollers move against the tube to control flow of bubble solution. As seen in figure 5, 
the pressure rollers of DeMars are always compressing the tubing to some degree, 
even when the trigger is not pressed/ actuated (as shown in figure 5).
